LEGISLATION ON TARIFF 


Without Support of the Insur- 
gent Republican Senators the 
Democrats Cannot Get Tariff 
Bills Through Senate, and It 
Looks Like They Won’t Get 


Insurgent Support. 


Washington, April 2.—Despite the 
fact that the democrats of the house, 
by official caucus action, have de- 
clared a purpose to enact tariff legis- 
lation during the extra session of 
congress beginning Tuesday at noon, 
the prediction was freely made im 
congressional circles tonight that no 
such legislation can be put through 
the senate at this time. 

Sentiment among regular republi- 
cans in the senate is overwhelmingly 
against any sort of tariff revision at 
the extra session. There are multi- 
plying evidences that the regular re- 
publicans are disposed to do all they 
can to placate the progressive or in- 
surgent wing of the party in the sen- 
ate so as to bring about some sort 
of harmony. Without the support of 
the progressives, the democrats cannot 
possibly get any tariff bills through 
the upper branch of congress. 

Senate Republicans to Fight. 

As matters stand today, it is appar- 
ent that the regular republicans of 
the senate will do everything in their 
power to postpone all matters of gen- 
eral legislation until the regular ses- 
sion next December. It is reported 
that a number of the progressive re- 
publicans are likely to fall in with 
this idea. 

President Taft, by sending a mes- 
sage dealing with Canadian reciproc- 
ityeat once, will pave the way for the 


propose to adopt at a caucus to be 
held probably on Tuesday afternoon. 

The promise made by President Taft 
that the tariff board will be ready with 
a complete report on the textile sched- 
ules of the tariff by December 1 next, 
and the hope informally expressed that 
congress will decide to wait for this 
report before acting on these sched- 
ules, makes the situation a little more. 
difficult for the democrats in that the 
insurgent vote in the senate is likely 
to be won over the president’s propo- 
sition. 
G. O. P. Insurgents and Tariff Board, 

The republican insurgents regard 
the tariff board idea as of their own 
creation. .They have advocated it as a 
scientific method of revising the tariff. 

It is pointed out that with a report 
on the much-discussed cotton and 
woolen schedules promised by next De- 
cember, the insurgent republicans will 
not stultify themselves bv voting for 
house bills amending these schedules 
without regard to tariff board. 

Tt is argued that it would be late in 
June before consideration could be 
given in 
dealing with even one schedule of the 
Payne-Aldrich law. With a determina- 
tion on the part of thirty or more sen- 
ators that no such legislation should 
be enacted at the extra session, it can 
be easily seen, according to the repub- 
lican leaders, that attempts to get 
such measures through the extra ges- 
sion would be futile. 

Reaulars to Piacate Insurgents. 

There is every reason to believe that 
the regulars will promise the insur- 
gente to facilitate consideration of 
sechedule-by-schedule revision of the 
tariff at the regular session of con- 
gress if no attempt is made to put 
through such legislation at the extra 
session. With such an &greement be- 
tween the republicans, it is believed 
the democrats, in the hope of securing 
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the senate to a house bill | one. instead of as a material one, first. 
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decisive action early in the regular | 


session, might not attempt to prolong 
the extra session until late in the fall. 

The republican caucus will be held 
either Tuesday afternoon W ednes- 
day. Senator Cullom, of Llinois, will 
be chosen chairman by reason of the 
fact that after Senator Frye. who has 
declined on account of ill health, he 
igs the senior republican in the sen- 
ate. Senator CGallinger, of New Hamp- 


shire, will be made chalrman of the 
senate committee on committees It 
is said that the committee assignments 
in the new congress will clearly in- 
dicate the purpose of the regulars to 
give increased recognition to the pro- 
gressive republicans in the senate.

LOCKER CLUBS 


Broughton Indorses Mc- 
Clelland Ordinance. 


Also Tells His Congregation 
That He Favors Commission 
Form of Government---Three 
Social Clubs Are Put on the 
Griddle. 


Indorsing the commission form of 
government, speaking in favor of the 
McClelland ordinance, patting the re- 
corder on the back for fining Annette 
Kellermann, and attacking social 
clubs, Dr. Len G. Broughton last night 
covered a wide field in his sermon 
on the subject, “The First and Last 
City.”” He took his text from Gen. | 
iv:17 and Rev. xx1:2. 

The pastor of the Baptist Tabernacle 
had issued an open invitation t6 the 
mayor, and the members of council to 
be present, to hear him discuss city 
problems, and when he arose to speak 
there was a capacity audience pres- 
ent. 

“The city is conspicuous in civiliza- 
tion. The history of* all civilization 
revolves around the city. In the Old 
Testament times this is so. Jesus did 
the majority of his preaching in cities. 
The apostles did likewise and history 
records the organization af no church 
in the country or village during the 
first days of Christianity. There is a 
reason for this in that every great | 
religious, political, social or educa- 
tional movement is successfully or- 
ganized and brought to be a-force in 
the cities. 

“I want call your attention to 
the first city, as found tn a brief word 
in Gen. iv:17. The context to this 
text is of great value. It is this: 
Two men, Cain and Abel, made their 
offerings to God. Abel’s was accepted; 
Cain's rejected. Cain slew Abel and 
then went off and founded = a_e city 
called Enoch. The significant char- 
acteristic of this city was that 
with crimson hands of human blood it 
was built. It was without love, was 
full of self-seeking, avarice, greed, 
rapine and lust; no altar, no worship, 
no God. It was not the only city which 
has been built upon this foundation 
and contained these characteristics. 
What is crimson money? My answer 
ig taxes received from an unholy and 
unrighteous traffic.” 

The Ideal City. 

The minister then graphically de- 
scribed the ideal city as found in Rev- 
elations xxi:2, 27. He made the 
point that the city here spoken of ag 
coming down from heaven was not 
heaven itself but a city God fashioned. 
the author of the plan of gov- 
ernment and life. This city had in 
it nothing unclean. I asked,. ‘How 
would you like to live in such a city?”

Vengeance Meted Assail- 
ant of Alabama Woman. 


Judge Singleton Hooted Down 
by Pike County Citizens, Who 
Stormed the Bullock Jail. 
Crime of Negro Particularly 
Atrocious. 


Union Springs, Ala., April 2.—Abber- 
dine Johnson, a young negro, was 
lynched on the outskirts of this place 
early this afternoon by a mob of citi- 
zens from Goshen, Pike county, this 
state. He was strung 
and his body literally riddled with bul- 


lets. 
The lynching followed the storming 


citizens of Pike county, and the sher- 
iff of Bullock was handcuffed and tied 
in the jail after the mob departed 
with the prisoner. Judge Singleton, 
of the circuit court, pleaded with the 
mob before the jail was stormed, t¢ 
let the law take its course, but this 
was without avail. He was hooted 
down. 

The erime of which 
charged was a heinous one. On March 
3 last he appeared at the home of 
Mrs. J. J. Butts, near Goshen, while 
her husband was away, and at the 
point of a pistol, compelled her and her 
two little children to accompany him 
into the woods back of the house. 
Here he assaulted the woman and then 
told her he was going to kill her and 
the children to prevent her telling her 
husband or friends. She appealed to 
the negro for the lives of herself and 
‘children, telling him that if he would 
accompany her back to the house she 
would give him two hundred dollars 
she had in a trunk there and would 
not tell anyone of the crime. He con- 
sented to the plan, leaving the chil- 
dren behind. They walked back to 
the house. | 

Woman Fires on Her Assailant. 

When Mrs. Butts opened the front 
door she ran quickly in, and slammed 
the door in his face, locking it. She 
quickly secured a pistol and 6 fired 
through the door. The negro returned 
the fire, both receiving slight flesh 
wounds. After emptying his gun the 
negro became frightened and fled. For 
almost a month he has been at large, 
with officers and posses scouring the 
surrounding country for him. He was 
captured this morning about 8 o'clock 
near Union Springs, and placed in-the 
Bullock county jail. 

News of the capture quickly spread 
and a mob was formed early this 
morning at Goshen. They took the 
Central of ~@Geuernta train to Union 
Springs, arriving there about 10 
o'clock. The mob was slow in form- 
ing their plans, and the sheriff of Bul- 
lock county called up the governor 
at Montgomery over the long-distance 
telephone, asking for troops. The 
governor had the riot call sounded in 
Montgomery immediately, but while 
the soldiers were pgathering in their 
armories there, the mob had stormed 
thé jail and secured the prisoner.

PASSES INTO UNKNOWN 


Widow of Multi-Millionaire III 
for Some Time---Event- 
ful Career. 


New York, April 2.—Mrs. Mary Ade- 
laide Yerkes! widow of Charles ‘. 
Yerkes, died at her home in this city 
tonight. 

She had been in failing health since 
last November, when she suffered an 
attack of grip. She seemed to be un- 
able to regain her strength, and five 
weeks ago took to her bed with her 
heart affected. 

William Lauer, whom it was 
ported at one time she was engaged 
to marry, her three sisters, Mrs. Harry 
Sanderson, of Philadelphia; Mrs. KE. 
Stockton, also of Philadelphia, and 
Mrs. Charles Sims, of New York, were 
at her bedside when she dieq at 9:45 
o'clock. When it was seen that the 
end was near three brothers who live 
in Philadelphia were telegraphed for. 

Tt was about twenty-four years ago 
that she, as Mary Adelaide Moore. the 
daughter of a. Philadelphia druggist, 
was marrieqg to Charles T. Yerkes, a 
multi-millionaire railroad operator of 
Chicago. It was ten years later that 
the couple separated, and for the next 
decade she lived what she termeg “the 
life of a hermit,” in her Fifth avenue 
mansion. Upon the death of her hus- 
band four years ago, she received, it is 
said, more than $3,000,000 as her por- 
tion of his estate, and within a year 
after Mr. Yerkes’ death she was mar- 
ried to Wilson Mizner, a New York 
playwright. It was barely a week 
later that they separated, and divorve 
proceedings followed, which she won. 
She" returned to live in the seclusion 
of thé Yerkes mansion until it was 
sold by the executors, and she then 
moved to the Madison avenue house in 
which she died.

The tree tore away the steering post 
and broke Faust’s neck and crushed 
his skull. ; 

The car then continued for 100 feet, 
and collided with another tree, throw- 
ing the occupants in every direction. 

Doris McPDonald suffered a broken 
jaw, broken shoulder and concussidén 
of the brain. Injuries of the Pfeiffer 
woman will probably prove fatal. 

The accident occurred on a lonely 
road, and the injured lay helpless for 
fully thirty minutes, until a party of 
negroes returning from a camp- 
meeting came along. Help was then 
secured, and the injured taken to a 
hospital. 

The car caught fire from the lamps, 
and was completely burned.

It is extremely probable that final 
action will not be taken on the ordi- 
nance Monday afternoon and the coun- 
cil will be asked to appoint a special 
committee to confer with representa- 
tives of the common carriers in order 
to further discuss the ordinance and to 
try to decide the question of whether 
or not it would be upheld by the courts 
in case it is passed and becomes a law. 

The ordinance requires that the com- 
mon carrier shall report to the chief 
of police the name of the shipper and 
the name of the consignee and the 
place of shipment of all consignments 
of whisky of one gallon or more and 
that the books of the company shall 
at all times be open to the ffispection 
of the chief of police. 

At the hearing before the committee 
it was contended by representatives 
of the Southern Express Company, and 
this position it is understood is held 
the transportation companies 
involved, that the law is in conflict 
with the inter-state commerce laws be- 
cause it seeks to regulate and place re- 
strictions around shipments of whisky 
whitch are made from points in other 
States to Atlanta and thus comes in 
conflict with the authority which con- 
gress has kept exclusively within its 
own jurisdiction.

FACE OPPOSITION, SWOOP ON TOWN 


And Pour Volleys of 


Bullets Into Crowds. 


One White Man Killed and 
Several Wounded at Laurel, 
Del.---Clash of Races Follows. 
Whites Raid Negro Quarter 
and Arrest Ringleaders. 


Laurel, Del., April. 2.—The ill feel- 
ing which has existed for some time 
between white and colored residents 
of Laurel and vicinity, culminated ip 
a race riot that raged in the heart of 
the town from 10 o’clock last night 
until 10 o’clock this morning, result- 
ing in the death of a white boy, the 
serious iniury of two white men and 
minor injuries to a number of white 
and colored men, and damage to a 
number of buildings. ‘. 

Lynching Threatened. 

A lynching is threatened if the negro 
who fired the fatal shot is found. 

About 10 o’clock Saturday night a 
mob of armed negroes swooped down 
upon a crowd of spectators in the 
main thoroughfare of the town and 
fired a volley of bullets and buckshot 
into: the crowd. Orem Stockley, 18 
years of age, son of a farmer living 
near Laurel, fell to the ground, shot 
through the head. He was taken to a 
hospital im Salisbury, Md., where he 
died today. 

Several Men Wounded. 

George Hudson, 50 years of age, a 
white man of Bethel, was shot in the 
leg, necessitating amputation, and 
John Thompson, a white barber, was 
shot in both legs while shaving a 
patron. Other white men received 
minor injuries. It is known that sev- 
eral negroes were injured, but they 
cannot be located. 

Officers were unable to cope with 
the mob, and there was a fierce strug- 
gle between the two races until 3 
o'clock this morning. Windows were 
shattered, and the exterior of bulld- 
ings was greatly damaged. 

Today when it was learned that 
young Stockley had died, a number of 
white men armeg themselves, and, 
with Chief of Police Ellis and other 
officers, entered the colored section 
and raided the house which was said 
to be the headquarters of the negro 
rioters. Three men, alleged to be the 
ringleaders, were arrested and taken 
to the Sussex county fail. 

Boy Captures Negro. 

Barl Richards, a 15-year-old white 
boy, stole his father’s revolver and 
captured George Wright, a negro, for 
whom the authorities have been look- 
ing for over a year. Richards com- 
pelled the negro to holq up his hands 
until the officers arrived. Wright 
is said to be wanted in Virginia for 
the alleged murder of a white boy. 

Officers are endeavoring to appre- 
hend the negro who fired the fatai 
shot at Young Stockley. Open threats 
have been made of a lynching when 
he is caught.

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MADERO AT EL PASO; 
PEACE RUMORS REVIVE 


El Paso, April 2.—Mexican 
peace rumors revived tonight 
with the arrival here of Fran- 
cisco I. Madero, Sr., and Alfonso 
Madero, father and _ brother of 
the Mexican insurrector  presi- 
cent: of Roque Estrada, a lawyer 
of Mexico City, and of Rafael 
Hernandez. They came from San 
Antonio and went at once 10 
their hotel. 

To reporters the two Maderos 
refused to make any statement. 
Asked if he had come here on a 
mission of peace the senior Ma- 
dero said: 

“Perhaps so. 
later.” 

Replying to a question as to 
when he had last seen his son 
Francisco, the rebel leader, he 
said: 

“T have not seen him since he 
left San Antonio three months 
ago or more.” 

“Gonzales Garza, insurrecto sec-

New Orleans, April 23.--With the 
Opening of the extra session of con- 
gress Tuesday the cotton trade will 
once more be on the anxious seat in 
regard to anti-future legislation. When 
the last congress ended certain legis- 
latora mada no ceanret of the fact that 
they intended to introduce bills mod- 
eled after the famous Scott bill at the 
first opportunity in the extra session. 
The cotton markets became very dull 
while the fight over the Scott bill was 
in progress, and it is likely that the 
dullness will be in evidence again this 
week. 

Legislation Almost Certain. 

With legislation concerning futures 
almost certain tradera in cotton have 
one consolation, and that Hies in the 
knowledge that an effort will be made 
to substitute for the drastic bill of 
last session a*measure which will 
give the government supervision over 
the exchanges of the country. Such 
a measure would be doubly welcome to 
the majority of cotton brokers and 
speculators, first, because it would do 
away with certain objectionable fea- 
tures that now exist as cotton futures 
are traded in in the north and, sec- 
ond, because it would probably do 
away altogether with the attempts to 
kill future trading in cotton. These 
attempts have made the cotton broker's 
life anything but pleasant, and his 
business anything but certain for many 
years past. Cotton brokers, just as 
much as those who have been fighting 
against future trading, would like to 
have a settlement of the questions 
that havd been vetihng those vitally in- 
terested in the cotton industry. 

To Watch Congress. 

Once congress assembles it will be 
watched every hour, and the trade 
will pay very little attention to any- 
thing else. Of course the new crop 
will be bound to demand some atten- 
tion, but it will require developments 
of importance to arouse speculative in- 
terest in the new crop months. In 
the old crops nothing but some unex- 
pected and very important change in| 
trade conditions will bring traders antp 
the ring to buy or,to ‘sell.

Speculators Are Holding Off 
Until United States Supreme 
Court Decides the Trust 
Cases---The Money Position 
Is Very Strong.

New York, April 2.—The day-to-day 
vibration of stock prices and the small 
area traversed by the movement is evi- 
dence of the state of suspension in 
which speculation is held at present. 
Uncertain opinions over the future 
course of events account partly for the 
inertia, which was so pronounced ad 
to make March the dullest month of any 
since the spring 1904. Total sales of 
stock on the exchange in May of that 
year were 6,228,000 shares. 

In the month just ended the total was 
6,789,000. On March 27 sales were 149,- 
000 shares, the lowest total in three 
years for a full day. 

Waiting on Supreme Court. 

Approach of the end of the supreme 
court’s recess and nearness of the date 
on which the new congress is to assem- 
ble make restrictive influences which 
doubtless accounts for much of the dull- 
ness. Confidence is expressed that fhe 
speculative fabric is fortified by long 
anticipation against a supreme court 
decision unfavorable to the corporations 
in the anti-trust cases. This profession 
of confidence is so general in the stock 
market as to leave in doubt the influ- 
ence of the handing down of the de- 
cision on the activity of the market. 

The question of the scope of the con- 
gressional activity at the special ses- 
sion, however, especially toward tariff 
revision, supplies one obvious motive 
for refraining from speculation. 

The hesitating course of trade indl- 
cates another motive in explanation of 
the present waiting attitude. 

Strong Money Position. 

The strong money position, on the 
other hand, continues to be a helpful 
factor. The comptroller’s abstract of 
national bank reports for March 7 
gained unusual interest owing to the 
comparison with the same period last 
year, when the reports first gave alarm 
over an inflation of bank credits. The 
year’s increase in national bank loans 


a failure to correct the excess growing 
out of the farm-land speculation, in- 
flation of commodity prices and undue 
4exploitation of the automobile industry. 
4The growth of $155,000,000 in the loan 
account since January, and the large

Banks Building Up Reservés. 

The building up of the banks’ per- 
centage of reserves and the accumula- 
tion of money to a point which de- 
pressed money rateés‘to an unusual de- 
gree, show that some curtailment of 
enterprise must have gone with the 
improvement of the banking position. 
This is corroborate of other indica- 
tions, such as decreased railroad earn- 
ings, a shrinkage of bank clearings 
and falling off in steel orders. Meas-° 
ures of economy now being adopted bys 
the railroads are having their effect on 
consumptive demand in the trades, to- 
gether with the beneficial effect on 
railroad net operating income.

London, April 2.—Expept as an ad- 


vertisement for their cause, the oppo- 
sition of the suffragettes to the taking 
of the census of London tonight was 
apparently a rather futile demonstra- 
tion. The midnight meetings, which it 
was proposed to hold at Trafalgar 
Square and Westminster with the ob- 
ject of marching in procession to a 
skating rink where the women were to 
spend the night, proved a fiasco. Only 
about a score of suffragettes appeared 
at either rendezvous. 

At the skating rink there were excit- 
ing scenes ‘through the enormous 
erowds which had gathered to watch 
the proceedings. They blocked the en- 
trances and prevented the ingress of 
the suffragettes, some of whom fainted 
in the crush. Ultimately a large force 
of police was called out ta clear the 
neighborhood. Many women spent the 
night at the rink, but it is understood, 
they were counted by the census offi- 
clals as they entered. 

A number of well-known women 
placed their residences in the West 
End at the disposal of the suffragettes, 
who are sleeping on sofas, tables and 
chairs, their hostesses taking the risk 
of being fined for refusing to accgunt 
for their guests. 

In Edinburgh, Birmingham and other 
cities the suffragettes adopted similar 
tactics.

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FATTENING BEEF CATTLE 
PROFITABLE IN SUMTER

April —(Special.)— 


Within plain view of Americus is a 
mode! farm where brouse' hundreds 
of fat cattle, huge steers and cows, 
that have been converted from “lean 
and hungrv kine” to animals of pres- 
ent ample proportions. 

The cattle, about two hundred head 
there now, are fattened for market, 
and very profitably. It is really a 
eattle ranch, and the _ sypectacle as 
viewed from the fine road running 
by this farm is one of unusual inter- 
est. 

The cattle are shipped to Americus 
from points in south Georgia and 
Florida, where they are bought up at 


Americus, Ga., 


The cows are fed abundantly, ani 
take on quick and rapid growth. 
Within three or four weeks they are 
seal fat, and ready for market. The 
beeves are shipped principally to Jack- 
sonville and Florida points, where a 
fine price is paid for them. As car- 
loads of the fattened cattle are ship- 
ped from Americus, other carloads >of 
lean ones accumulated down on the 
Florida line are shipped in here to 
take their piaces, and the fields of 
the model farm ever swanm with a 
big herd of beeves. The owners not 
only derive good revenue from the 
fattening process, but the land is be- 
ing made immensely rich by having 
hundreds of cattle pastured upon it 
for months. 


PLAGUE SITUATION 


International Medical Confer- 
ence Meets in Mukden 


Today. 


Pekin, April 2.—The Chinese authori- 
ties have made the most elaborate 
preparations for the international med- 
ical conference which will begin at 
Mukden tomorrow to investigate thr 
plague situation. Doctors of many 
nations are in attendance, some Amer- 
can delegates and several Russian 
women. 

Dr. H. P. Strong, of the Bureau of 
Science in the Philippine Islands, will 
take a prominent part in the confer- 
ence. ‘He has been in Mukden for some 
time making a bacteriological study 
of the disease and endeavoring to dis- 
cover an effective toxtn. The Indian 
and other preparations have proved 
unavailing and only masks have been 
found effective in preventing infection. 

Although no cure has yet been found 
for the plague, the doctors feel confi- 
dent that eventually they will find a 
certain means in the form of a serum 


to combat the disease.

RESTS IN QKLAN 
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Fitting Honors Paid the 
Memory of War Hero. 


Comrades From All the Atlan- 
ta Camps Gathered at the 
Grave--Fay Wilson Blew Taps 
at the Services --- Beautiful 
Floral Offerings. 


In the presence of hundreds of the 
men in gray who fought and bled with 
their beloved leader in many hard- 
fought battles of the civil war, the 
body of General Alfred Iverson was 
laid to rest in Oakland cemetery yes- 
terday afternoon in a spot surrounded 
by the graves of many of his comrades 
who had gone before him. 

The veterans of every camp in the 
city, chiefeamong them the men who 
were members of the daring cavalry 
who served under General Iverson in 
the war between the states, were at 
the side of the grave, paying their last 
respects to a man who had won the 
highest love and of men who had 
proved each and every one of their 
number heroes. 

The scene was one that will probably 
never again be witnessed in Atlanta. 
The comrades of the gray, all gather- 
ing together to pay tribute to one of 
the last brigadier generals of the con- 
federate army, will have few men of as 
high rank as General Iverson to honor 
in the remaining years allotted to the 
livés of the veterans, for almost all 
have answered the last reveille, and 
there are now but a handful remaining. 

As the funeral party reached the 
grave an old stranger walked up to 
Captain R. M. Clayton, who was among 
the veterans, and introduced himself 
as a member of General Iverson’s com- 
pany when the general was a lieuten- 
ant in the United States army, before 
the civil war. He had heard of his 
leader’s death, and had come a dis- 
tance to do his memory honor in the 
name of the troops of the liéutenant’s 
company. 

The funeral services were held at 
the residence of Mrs. M. I. Randolph, 
the daughter of the general, 36 Peach- 
tree circle, at 3:30 o’clock yesterday 
afternoon, Dr. W. W. Memminger, 
pastor of All Saints’ church, conducted 
the services, and the choir of All 
Saints’ sang. 

From the residence special cars car- 
ried the veterans to the Oakland ceme- 
tery, where the funeral party was 
Ngoc oceeding. 

At the grave, the site for which was 
selected by the members of the Ladies’ 
Memorial association, who attended the 
funeral in a body. Dr. R. O. Flinn 
made a short talk, which was followed 
by a prayer by Dr. T. P. Cleveland. 

Fay Wilson, the bugler who blew 
taps at the funerals of President Wil- 
liam M. McKinley, General John B. 
@ordon, and General Iverson’s own 
commander, General Joseph Wheeler, 
performed the same service for the 
departed cavalry leader. 

Many beautiful floral tributes were 
received from all over the southern 
states, while in Atlanta and in Georgia, 
the many friends of General Iverson 
sent hundreds of memorials. [In At- 
lanta, besides the flowers of friends 
of the family, tributes were received 
from the Ladies’ Memorial association, 
the Camps of the Confederate Veter- 
ans, M. Rich & Bros. Co. and The 
Georgian.

CANALEJAS TO HOLD 
PLACE AS PREMIER 


The Cabinet | Crisis in Spain 
Seems to Have Ended 
bruptly. 


Madrid, April. 2.—The ministerial 
crisis which appeared fraught with 
the greatest possibilities, seems. to 
have ended as abruptly as it began. 
It has resolved itself, seemingly to the 
general belief, into a second recon- 
struction of the Canalejas ministry. 

King Alfonso, on his arrival from 
Seville this afternoon, immediately re- 
ceived Senor Canalejas, and requested 
him to continue in power. The pre- 
mier agreed on condition that he be 
allowed to make such ehanges in the 
cabinet as he deemed necessary. To 
this the king assented. 

The premier hopes that the work 
of cabinet reconstruction may be com- 
pleted tomorrow, and that the new 
ministry will appear in the cortez 
without delay. 

The continuation of Senor Canalejas 
at his post is universally regarded as 
the only possible solution of a grave 
crisis. Canalejas is sypported both 
by public opinion in Madrid and in the 
provinces and in all sections of the 
liberals, as well as by many conserva- 
tives. It is generally believed that he 
alone is capable of preventing the 
Ferrer case from developing into a 
Spanish Dreyfus affair.

The screen which goes around receptacles for foods offered 
on the open market is, in reality, a barrier between the‘deadly germ 
and the consumer, who must depend upon the city to protect the 
health of himself and his family.

MR. BAILEY’S LECTURE. 


Henry Turner Bailey, of North Scituate, Mass, who has prob- 
ably done more to vitalize art in. its relation to education and the 
life of the masses than any other one American, is to lecture to- 
morrow afternoon at 3 o'clock at Taft Hall, under the auspices 
of the Atlanta Art Association. 2 

His text is to be, “The Place and Power of Drawing in Pub- 
lic Education,” though the talk will cover broadly the range of 
applied art. It will be delivered in terms so simple and with il- 
lustrations so direct as to appeal with equal force to beginners 
and to those who have gone far in technical study. 

Mr. Bailey does not come to Atlanta as-the partisan of any 
one method or theory of drawing in public school work. 
pens, merely by coincidence, that the city is unusually interested 
at present in the question of art in popular education. This 
fact will not influence Mr. Bailey’s treatment of his subject, save 
as it is likely to emhance the receptivity of his audience. 

The Art Association is charging a nominal admittance fee 
tc cover the bare cost of the lecture. Teachers, patrons and the 
public generally are cordially invited. , 

What Froebel did in clarifying and elaborating the kinder- 
garten idea with regard to education, Bailey has done and is doing 
for drawing and art generally, as their functions apply to the train- 
ing of the child’s mind. 

The average man and woman is apt to regard the part of art 
in education in the nature of a cold abstraction, compounded equally 
cf mathematical lines, conical sections and dry-as-dust tuition. 


The definition might have fitted before Mr. Bailey inaugurated | 


his work. But he has breathed the breath of life into art-for-the- 
child, teaching that the boy or the girl who grows up in ignorance 
of its principles has had his or her education neglected. He is 
editor of the annual publication, “The School Arts Book,” the 
mission of which is to open before the child-mind the land of 
enchantment and of inspiration wherein art dwells. 

Qualified as is no other American to shed light on a subject 
to the importance of which Atlanta is just waking up, Mr. Bailey 
should be greeted by a large and representative audience.

That the stupendous undertaking will be successfully accom- 
plished seems assured. 

Secretary Charles C. Gilbert, of the Memphis-to-Bristol High- 
way Association, in writing of the enterprise in The Manufacturers’ 
Record, says: 

The various county organizations will have charge of the work in their 
particular counties. An overseer has been selected for each mile in every county, 
some 1,000 selected already. These overseers have selected an assistant for every 
300 yards. A blue-print. has been made of the route, and by the morning of 
August 14 these one-mile overseers will have all the necessary material at con- 
venient places ready for the start. The necessary men to do the work will be 
notified by personal letters to report at a certain place in that mile on the morn- 
ings of August 14 and 15 to do a certain kind of work. If he is to haul he will 
have his team with him; if to plow the road, the necessary plow, or if he is to 
use the pick and shovel he will be provided for, and between the suns on those 
days at least 25,000 enthusiastic Tennesseans will shovel dirt as they have never 
done before. The ladies in the neighborhood will furnish dinner for the men who 
toil, and the small boys will find occupation in carrying water. 

The enterprise originated in the mind of the new governor. 
During his campaign, while studying attentively at close range the 
needs of the state, he decided that noimprovement was more vitally 
needed, promised greater benefit to the people or more substantial 
returns than good roads. 3 

He went to work to get them. Instead of falling back into the 
old rut after election, he went forward with effective energy and 
redoubled zeal. ‘ 

The result has been to interest 15,000 men to the extent of hav- 
ing them volunteer for work, and the number will be largely in- 
creased by August. “Branch organizations have been. formed in 
thirty-eight counties, and $50,000 has been subscribed for the con- 
struction work. 

The successful execution of this campaign should be a lesson 
te the south., The next move in Tennessee will be to build con- 
necting roads tapping this great central artery. Then other main 
lines paralleling it will be constructed, until the state is gridironed 
with good roads.

URTRODOX IDEAS 


The Defects in Penology 
Traced to Churches. 


Rev. E. Dean Ellenwood, Ar- 
raigning Oxthodox Theology, 
Declares Country Is Ruled by 
Pag Laws in Correcting 
Moral Delinquents. 


At the Universalist church, in East 
Harris street, Sunday morning, the pas- 
tor, Rev. E. Dean Ellenwood, preachea 
to an unusually large congregation on 
“The Moral Design in Divine Disci- 
pline.” In the course of his sermon he 
commented upon the discussion now en- 
gaging the pubfic attention, regarding 
the proposed pardon of the former 
chief of police of Danville, Va. who 
has been discovered to be an escaped 
murderer of Georgia. 

Mr. Ellenwood stated that he had 
been anxious to know the opinions of 
his brother ministers in the city and 
community regarding the function and 
office of punishment, both in the divine 
and in the human realm of government, 
and had requested from certain of the 
ministers who’had published articles 
in the public press relative to the 
Stripling case a frank statement of 
their ideas on the subject of punish- 
ment. At the beginning of his sermon 
he read .extracts from the replies he 
had received in response to this re- 
quest, stating that he felt bound by 
common courtesy to withhold the 
names of the writers. 

Arraigns Orthodox Theology. 

In the course of the sermon he ar- 
raigned certain doctrines of, orthodox 
theology, which he declared had been 
largely responsible for the tardy de- 
velopment of more humane and effec- 
tive modes of punishment in human so- 
ciety. He presented the cause of the 
Georgia Prison Reform society and 
urged his hearers to join its member- 
ship. 

tie said in part: 

The contemplation of sin and _ its 
necessary resultant of punishment is, 
at its best estate, an unpleasant task. 
But for the Universalist, there is es- 
cape from absolute despair, in such 
contemplation, for it is his profound 
conviction that punishment is never 
the retributive act of an offended sov- 
ereign, but it is rather the moral medi- 
cine of a loving and ever mercifu. 
Father, whose very chastenings are the 
certain evidences of His love. 

There is a considerable timeliness in 
our consideration of this theme today. 
This community, in fact almost the en- 
tire state, is absorbed in the debate 
over the question of the pardon of a 
certain man, a fugitive for fourteen 
years from a Georgia penal  institu- 
tion. Singularly and significantly 
enough, this man was occupying at 
the time of his apprehension, a position 
as upholder of the law and guardian 
of the peace, a position of honor and 
trust, which he had won by upright- 
eousness of life and a position which 
he was fulfilling with fidelity. 


Traces it to Church. 


It would appear that there is a dis- 
tressing inadequacy in our present 
system of penology whereby. we assay 
to protect society from the evil-doer 
and correct the criminal tendencies of 
the moral delinquent. My effort to 
trace to its source this glaring defect 
in our scheme of civilization leads me, 
in no very circuitous route, to the 
church and presently to the preacher's 
study. 

Belleving. that the ideas of differ- 
ent prominent representatives of ortho- 
doxy theology concerning the func- 
tions and office of punishment might 
furnish a helpful index of the position 
of the orthodox church in matters of 
penal reform, I requested from several 
of them brief statements of their be- 
lief on this important subject. 

With all of the genuine love I bear 
these brethren, common honesty com- 
pels me to say that the replies of every 
one of them betray to me the evidences 
of a moral, intellectual conflict which 
is to me most distressing. There ap- 
pears to be warfare in their minds. 
They are not entirely decided concern- 
ing whether they should give alle- 
giance to Augustine or to Christ. 

Unfortunately for humanity, it is the 
theology of Augustine, rather than that 
of the man of Nazareth, which has 
dominated the creed and the conduct 
‘of Christendom. And that is why such 
excellent and timely organizations as 
the Georgia Prison Reform association 
have been found to be necessary, and it 
|also very largely explains why such 
| Organizations are usually formed out- 
‘side the church. <Augustine’s idea of 
God and of His treatment of the sin- 
ner was that an offended, austere, im- 
Pplacable Roman emperor, for the vin- 
dication of whose sovereign authority 
the cringing culprit must endure pun- 
ishmnent. Consequently 
respondents were absolute in 
loyalty to Augustine when they 
me that “punishment is primarily de- 
signed to vindicate the character of the 
sovereign in fhe maintenance of the 
justice and authority of government.”

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DR, SEAMAN KNAPP 
CALLED BY DEATH 


One of Foremost Experts of 


Department of Agri- 
culture. 


Washington, April 2.—Dr. ‘Seaman 
Asahel Knapp, one of the foremost ex- 
perts of the department of agriculture, 
who has made investigations in many 
parts of the world, died at his home 
here yesterday. He was 78 years old. 
Dr. Knapp was from New York and 
his work in the Orient and in connec- 
tion with American rice production in 
the south and in promotion of various 
southern crops made him famous 
among agricultural investigators. 

Rheumatism, which later developed 
into a complication of diseases, caused 
Dr. Knapp’s death. He was a gradu- 
ate of Union college,- and received 
many degrees from other institutions. 

Dr. Knapp introduced the improved 
Japanese rice in this country after 
extensive travels in Japan, China and 
the Philippines for the department of 
agriculture. His investigations stimu- 


lated the rice industry in Louisiana, 
Mississippi and Arkansas. He fre- 
quently made prolonged ‘lecture .tours 
in the interest of farmers, 

Throughout the south, but particu- 
larly in Louisiana, Dr. Knapp became 
well known for his efforts in behalf 
of the production of not only rice, but 
Sugar and cotton. He was one of the 
leaders in the great fight of the gov- 
ernmen®st against the cotton boll weevil. 
Of recent years he had been directing 
the work of the department toward 
the diversification of crops in the 
south, and through his efforts ~many 
southern farmers were induced largely 
to give up their one stple crop—cot- 
ton—and to plant corn and _eé “raise 
hogs. 

Dr. Knapp is survived by three 
sons, Major Arthur Knapp, of Lake 
Charles, La.; Herman Knapp, treasurer

Norfolk, Va., April 2.—Following the 
regular target shooting off the’ south- 
ern drill grounds this week, the four- 
teen battleships engaged in the prac- 
tice will open fire on aeroplanes.

10 PLAY WAR GAME 


Great Guns Will be Direct- 
rected at Targets Rep- 


resenting Warships. 


Washington, April 2.—The annual 
tle practice of the Atlantic fleet off 
to- 
morrow morning, when fourteen of the 
sixteen battleships under command of 
Rear Admiral Seaton Schroeder will di- 
rect their big guns at targets repre- 
senting warships of a supposed enemy. 

Secretary of the Navy Meyer will 
witness the tests to observe the _ ef- 
ficiency of the officers, men and guns 
under battle conditions. Twenty-five 
vessels of the navy will be on the scene 


The four divisions of the fleet will be 
spread over a distance of forty or for- 
ty-five miles. With their big twelve- 
inch guns the battleship will fire at 
canvas screens stretched between masts 
on heavy rafts.

Manchester Hotel, Owned 
by A., B. & A., Destroyed 
by Fire. 


Manchester, Ga., April 2.—(Special.) 
The Manchester hotel was completely 
destroyed by fire at 1 o’clock this 
morning.

LIKE A GREAT GALLERY 
ARE CHRIST’S PARABLES 


Striking Simile Used by Dr. 
Ogden in Preaching on 
Investments of Life. 


The thirteenth chapter of Matthew is 
like a great picture gallery, with its 
eight marvelous parables of Christ, 
said Dr. Dunbar Ogden, pastor of the 
Central Presbyterian church, in preach- 
ing last night on the subject, “Invest- 
ment and Reinvestment,” the text of 
which was the two parables of the 
treasure found in the field and the 
pearl of great price. 

These pictures, he said, were painted 
by the master artist of all time, and 
each has a lesson applying directly 
to some phase of human life. Some 
apply with less directness to us of 
modern times, but there are none 
where the application is so exact as in 
the two chosen as the text of the ser- 
mon. 

The treasure in the field and the 
pearl of great price, as used by Christ 
in the parables, typify the kingdom of 
God, said Dr. Ogden, and upon the need 
for investing in the things of heaven, 
which are imperishable, rather than 
the things of earth, which are vain and 
empty and fickle, he laid the emphasis 
gf the sermon. The man who squanders 
his wealth of the world is sure to 
become a bankrupt, he said; and go it 
is with hearacter. To the young man 
who has committed his life to noble 
aspirations and ideals there comes 
flowing back into the soul a flood of 
inspirations. The elosing thought 
which Dr. Ogden stressed was the folly 
of men in losing sight of the inevit- 
able fact that the time comes when 
all earthly ties must end, and earthly 
dividends must cease, and. uniess a 
treasure has been laid up for the 
world beyond the human soul goes out 
into that realm with no promise and 
no assurance of salvation.

Fitting Tributes Are Paid 
Him at Trinity 
Church.

Fitting memorial services in honor 
of the late Dr. D. L. Anderson, presi- 
dent of Soo-OChow university, who died 
in China on March 16, were held yes- 
terday morning in Trinity church, the 
institution from which Dr. Anderson 
first went out as a missionary to for- 
eign fields. 

Encomiums of the highest kind were 
deliyered by four lifelong friends of 
the deceased: Judge T. C. Westmore- 
land, Hon. W. 8S. Thomson, R, J. Big- 
gins and Dr. W. J. Cofer. The deceas- 
ed was characterized as a man whose 
brilliant endowments and sincere de- 


votion had been of inestimable value 
in promoting the cause of righteous- 
ness. 

“There hasn’t been given to Method- 
ism since the time of John Wesley, a 
man who has planned and acted more 
wisely for the advance of the church 
than David I. Anderson,” said Dr. 
Cofer, in his address. The speaker 
told how his own interests in foreign 
missions had been greatly stimulated 
by the self-sacrificing action of Mr. and 
Mrs. Anderson in going as missionaries 
to China. “We are going to China,” 
Mrs. Anderson had said to him “We 
are.going there to die.” 

“He was a great man,” said Mr. Big- 
gins. “His greatness was based on 
eternal foundations, his faith in the 
Lord Jesus Christ. This faith was so 
great that he could give up home and 
friends to do His will.”’ 

Mr. Biggins spoke of the ability of 
Dr. Anderson to read and handle men. 
By means of these talents he succeeded 
in winning the confidence of the Chin- 
ese and so carried through a egreat 
work in the Soo-Chow university. 

“David Anderson sleeps in a foreign 
grave,” said Judge Westmoreland, 
“where there are no loving friends to 
strew flowers. But his memory is here 
with us where it will ever be cher- 
ished. David Anderson is dead. But 
is he? Possibly he is just sleeping.”

Shanghai, April] 2.—The Rev. John 
Murray, of the American Presbyte- 
rian mission at Tsi Man Fu, was at- 
tacked by Chinese on March 28, sev- 
enteen miles north of that place.

CTY 1S INDICTED 
FOR FIRE. HORROB 


Whole Community Blamed 
for Recent Holocaust 
in New York. 


New York, April 2.—Protest against 
conditions which made possible the 
recent Washington Place fire disaster 
assumed today the proportions of one 
of the largest civic indignation meet- 
ings ever held in New York. A throng 
which filled the Metropolitan opera 
house applauded epigrammatic strie- 
tures upon laxity in civic duty and 
when it came to the point of resolu- 
tions the great gathering generously 
put the blame upon the “whole com- 
munity.’’ 

The speakers included many well- 
known men. Jacob H. Schiff, treasurer 
of the Red Cross fund, announced that 
he had received more than $70,000 to 
relieve the relatives of the 144 vic- 
tims of the fire. The contributions 
were not prompted altogether by gen- 
erosity, he ‘asserted, but rather with a 
stricken conscience over neglect that 
permitted such conditiens in factories. 

Bishop David H. Greer, Professor 
Seligman, of Columbia University, and 
a number of others spoke along simi- 
lar lines, less in blame of the city of- 
ficials’ work of fire inspection than of 
the community’s failure to see that the 
laws were enforced. 

The resolutions adopted call upon the 
city to exercise immediately all the 
powers under the building code “to 
require that all factory and loft build- 
ings be put into safe condition and to 
make an adequate increase in the num- 
ber-of inspectors, invoking, if neces- 
sary, the peremptory power of the 
board of health.” They also urge that 
the mayor be asked to call a confer- 
ence on fire prevention, extending in- 
vitations to mayors, fire chiefs and fire 
experts throughout the country. 

Governor Dix in a letter which was 
read said: 

“It is my purpose to ascertain if the 
state departments are in any way neg- 
ligent of their full duty and I asgure 
you that my co-operation will be en- 
listed.”

Melvin G. Overlook, state medical in- 
spector for the Worcester district, that 
the movement has now spread through- 
out New England and to states as far 
west as Ohio. 

Records show that since November, 
1908, when the first systematic work 
began the wage-earning abilities of 
more than 200 working people, most 
of them factory girls, have been re- 
stored and the tuberculosis overcome. 

By the “agreement” the subscribing 
members bind themselves voluntarily 
to pay the charges at sanitariums for 
a probationary period of thirteen 
weeks or longer for any employe who 
has fallen a victim to tuberculosis, This 
movement now embraces 1,200 mer- 
chants and manufacturers, employing 
1,500,000 persons.
